LONDON, Feb. 2, 8 a. m. -A grim story 
of the sea was brought to Dover yesterday 
by fourteen survivors of the crew of the 
steamer Remus, which now lies, a broken- 
backed wreck, on the rocks of the Danish 
coast. The vessel was bound from la- 
delphia för Aarhaus with a cargo of heat. 
It encountered a heavy galé on Saturday 
morning, was driven ashore, and sdon parted 
amidships. 

Three of the crew, while trying to get 
asifore with a rope, were drowned. This 
was the first loss. Then six others attempt- 
ed to land in a boat, but before they got 
clear of the wreck the boat capsized, and 
five out of the six went down. | 

As the hull of the ship sank the survivors 
took refuge-in the rigging. There was a 
cutting wind, and two presently made for 
land. These also were drowned.

Dispatch Received at Harvard Tells of 
a Discovery at Kiel Ob- “a 
servatory. 


Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 1.—A dispatch has 
been received at Harvard College Observa- 
tory from Professor Kreutz at Kiel Observa- 
tory, stating that a comet was discovered 
by Giacobindi at Nice on Jan. 31, .292 Green- 
wich mean time, in R. H. 57 min. 44 sec., 


dec. 7 degs. 57 min. 


Professor Elias Colbert, when shown the 
foregoing dispatch, said the importance of 
the discovery could not be determined until 
two further observations were taken to es- 
tablish the path of the celestial body and 
identify it. In the absence of particulars as 
to the brilliancy of the comet no estimate 
could be made of its distance from the earth. 
The news, however, he stated, would be of 
great interest to astronomers, as an arrange- 
ment exists between European astronomers 
and Mr. Ritchie at Harvard by which news 


to Mr. Ritchie as quickly as possible. Mr. 
Ritchie then communicates with American 
astronomers through the press and enables 
observations to be taken at different points 
in this country before the disappearance ot 
the visitors.

|MUST HOLD NEW LANDs. 


CONGRESSMAN SIBLEY MAKES STIR- 
RING EXPANSION SPEECH. 
Says War and Its Results Were Not 
Planned by Designing Men, but 
Sent by Providence Through the 
Blowing Up of the Maine to Arouse 
Americans to a Sense of Duty—Des- 
tiny of Nation Is to Carry Arts of 
Peace Throughout the World. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—Represen 
tive Joseph Sibley of Pennsylvania, who at- 
tained prominence in the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress by his earnest championship of free 
silver, assailed his Democratic colleagues 
today to expansion ina 

e 

Mr. Sibloy has recanted his viewes on free 
silver and is now generally out of line with 
his colleagues on the Democratic side. He 
insisted today that expansion was an orig- 
inal Democratic doctrine, promulgated by 
Jefferson and adhered to by Madison, Jack- 
son, Tyler, Polk, and Buchanan, and pic- 
tured the destiny of the United States carry- 
ing the arts of peace and the story of the 
cross to the remotest corners of the globe. 
„When Jefferson negotiated the purchase 
of Louisiana,”’ said Mr. Sibley, he was the 
target of vituperation, ridicule, and re- 
proach. From New England came such 
epithets as Jacobin.“ imperialist,’ per- 
verter of the constitution,’ yet all admit now 
that Jefferson acted wisely.” 

Proceding, Mr. Sibley pointed out that 
modern methods had brought the’ Philip- 
pines nearer than the Louisiana purchase 
or Texas when they were annexed. 

In reply to Mr. Cochran's taunt that civ- 
niaation was being shot into the Philippines 
Mr. Sibley said that the history of civiliza- 
tion had been traced in human blood. Wen- 
dell Phillips had said that every achieve- 
ment of human justice had gone from rack 
to rack and scaffold to scaffold. « 


Must Hold Every Foot. : 
“ Shall we hold Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippine archipelago?’ asked Mr. Sibley. 
“Every foot. No nation on earth has a 
higher right of title to a rod of soll. We 
hold by the double title of purchase and of 
conquest, and my belief is that where once 
the shadow of our banner has fallen there 
will survive a race of free men, and I would 
hold Cuba until stability, order, good gov- 
ernment, and the protection of life and 
property were assured. I am going to echo 
the President’s query, ‘ Who will haul down 
the flag?’ Who planted it there? What 
Cabinet council,. what warrior, what states- 
man, what Senator or Representative, what 
body of men formed any plan of conquest? 


War Not Premeditated.

FOLLOWS MURDER BY SUICIDE.

AMERICAN BOOKS or 1899. 

The Publishers’ Weekly has just issued 
its annual summary ot the previous year’s 
books, and the figures show some curious 
and interesting changes, According to the 
tally sheet of this trade organ the total 
number of books published in the United 
States dutiug 1800 was 5,321, which was 
several hundred more than in the pre- 
ceding year, but still several huhdrec less 
than in 1890. The number of copies sold, 
however, probubly exceeded the sales of 
any previous year, while the proportion 
of fairly meritorious works was unusually | 
large. 

Fiction continues to lead all other de- 
partments. Including juvenile works, the 
fiction constitutes 25 per cent of the total. 
An increase over the preceding year is 
shown in all departments except that of 
religion and that of -political and social 
science, in each of whieh there is a slight 
decrease. Law books come second in point 
of numbers, as before, but the third place 
is held by juveniles, while religious works 
have dropped from the third to the fifth 
place, with education and language in the 
fourth place, as before. Literary miscel- 
lany, poetry, biography, and history fol- 
low in the order named. At the foot of 
the list of nineteen. departments stands 
that of humor and satire with a total of 
only twenty-seven books during the year. 
Evidently we are not running to humor, 
whatever the decrease in religious works 
may signify. 

No less interesting is the table showing 
the relative number of American and of 
European books. Of the 5,821 books 
‘handled by American booksellers 8,626 were 
by American authors, as against only 2.008 
in the year preceding, ‘This marked in- 
crease in American books was commented 
upon by Tux Trisunz a month ago, when 
it was also remarked that the most popu- 
lar fiction of the hour was all by Ameri- 
can authors. The figures of the Publishers’ 
Weekly indicate that the change applies 
not only to fiction but to all the other de- 
partments.

There would be no particular reason 
for congratulating the public upon these 
facts if it could not be added that the 
moral and artistic standards of the books 
of 1899 are as high as those of any previous 
year. The mechanical work done by Amer- 
iean printers and binders is also such as 
to challenge comparison with that of any 
imported books, The United States has 
arrived at the place in its literary career 
where it can paddle its own canoe,

TEXAS LAW IN EFFECT; 

% TRUST” MAGNATES DISCUSS IT. 

The Texas anti-trust law, the most drastic 
bit of State legislation yet attempted on that 
_subject, and hailed by Governor Sayers as 
the real remedy for the trust evil, went into 
effect yesterday, but so far as could be found 
none of the so-called trusts having head- 
quarters in Chicago altered the system hith- 
erto in vogue in supplying Texas merchants 
with goods-—just as merchants in other States

e law as trusts “all aggrega- 
tions, ions, affiliations, consoli- 
dations, or incorporations of capital, skill, 
credit, assets, property, custom, and trade.“ 
It was passed last May and in effect declares 
that debtors in the State are relieved from 
ying for goods bought of outside corpora- 
Gone which can be proved to be in any way 
connected with a trust, the ground being 
that a trust is illegal and as such has no 
standing before the law. 

It was expected in Texas that business 
concerns of Chicago and other large ship- 
ping points would suffer and that one result 
would be a tightening of credits by the ship- 
per, the loss falling on the jobber first and 
afterward on the retailer. However, local 
representatives of several so-called trust 
companies declared their intention to pursue 
their usual course, so long as and pay-

A dispatch from New York says Price, 
McCormick & Co. today will publish the 
following: 

The cotton market this evening closes at 
the highest prices of the year, and, in fact, 
the highest prices of several years. As 
compared with the figures current a week 
ago, it is about 380 points higher for March 
contracts, and 47 higher for November con- 
tracts, while the intermediate months have 
appreciated in relative ratio to the distance 
of their maturity. The advance is simply a 
recognition of the strength of the statistical 
situation as it has latterly developed. On 
Jan. 29 we recognized that the liquidation 
in the cotton market was about over and 
telegraphed our various correspondents 
throughout the country, sending in this 
eqnnection over 6,000 telegrams, as follows: 

Don't advise further sales of cotton. 
Remnant of crop unmarketed should com- 
mand higher prices during the summer.“ 

“March. contracts on Jan. 29 closed at 
7.88. August at 7.56. On Jan. 2 we advised 
gur friends to accept prices then current 
for cotton. March contracts were 7.52 and 
August 7.60. Meantime, during the month 
of January, a decline of nearly 40 points

fellow our advice have had ample oppor- 
tunity not. only to sell and repurchase at a 
profit, but if they did so, they escaped a 
month of impatient waiting for higher prices. 
We mention this, not in any spirit of egotism. 
but because some of our critics have seemed 
to assume that our sense of self-importance 
had become so magnified that we were fool- 
ish enough to believe that our mere ex- 
pression of opinion could in any way serious- 
ly affect or long defer the logic of events, The 
month of January has, however, as we an- 
ticipated it would be, been a month of liqui- 
dation in the cotton market and that liquida- 
tion has not been without its helpful effect. 
The market is now free from the menace 
of a distended speculation; and it is obvious 
that the cotton world is face to face with a 
very extraordinary situation.

The net amount of the crop in sight tor 
he week ending Jan. 6, according to the 
Financial Chronicle. was 6,578,819 bales. 
“Assuming that the crop movement from 
now until Sept. 1 shall equal that of last 
year, we ‘would receive from Jan. 26 until 
1 about 2.500.000 bales, indicating a 
crop of 9,078,000 bales. There are few. 
however, who believe that from now until 
Sept. 1 the crop: movement will equal that 
of last year. We ourselves think it safe to 
fignre upon a falling off of at least 10 per 
cent, which would give us an indicated crop 
of. g. 750.000 bales, which crop estimate we 
published In November and have never modi- 
led. The visible supply of American cot- 
ton on Jan. 26, according to the Financial 
Chronicle, was 3,402,712 bales. Estimating 
as above that there is yet to come into sight 
out of this year’s crop of American cotton 
2,250,000 bales, we have a total supply 
of American cotton. probably visible on 
Sept. 1, of 8.682.712 bales. 
“The most careful estimates which, we 
have been able to obtain. of the world’s 
weekly consumption of American cotton 
haye led us to the opinion that its minimum 
requirements at the present rate of con- 
sumption are.215,000 bales weekly. There 
are. from Jan. 26 to Sept. 1. say thirty weeks. 
Total consumption for the balance of the 
cotton year; 215.000 bales weekly for 30 
weeks, 6,450,000 bales. Visible supply as 
above, 5,652,211 bales. Net apparent de- 
ficiency; 797.288 bales. To which must be 
added such deficiency as may be developed 
from the normal in the Egyptian and East 
Indian erops. Such a prospective situation 
is, we think we are justified in saying, al- 
most without precedent, and the fact that 
during the: present season holders of cotton 
have pursued a policy of conservatism in 
marketing the bulk of the crop at a fair 
price, has avoided any check to consump- 
tion, and leaves the holders of cotton in a. 
position to realize what may appear before 
the end of the season a very extravagant 
figure for the balance of their production. 
Of course, the world cannot find itself ab- 
solutely without supplies at the end of the 
season, but ft is inevitable that. unless a 
very substantial advance shall before the 
end of August have checked consumption to 
| a degree that hardly seems possible in view 
of spinners’ commitments, holders. of cot- 
ton will be able to command very high 
prices for it. and for this reason we have 
advised our friends to buy August contracts. 
We have also advised them to buy the new 
erop positions; for, whatever the size of the 
next crop, it now appears almost certain 
that during the months of September, Oc- 
tober. and November the cotton consuming 
world will be employed in filing a vacuum 
and will have to do this under conditions 
that will not admit of much hesitancy over 
the price. As bearing upon the question, 
of the next crop, there are two factors which 
are already looming into importance: One 
is a scarcity of cotton seed. During ‘the 
last year cotton seed has advanced until 
it has sold in some cases. so we are ad- 
vised, as $18 per ton. At this price, farmers 
have been tempted to sell very largely. a 
product which, twenty years ago, was with- 
out commercial value. and there is: a: gen- 
eral. complaint of the scarcity and poor 
quality of seed obtainable. Another im- 
portant factor which must not be overlooked 
is that the winter up to date has been one 
of exceptional mildness and a study ot the 
meteorological records shows that in such 
cases the average of winter temperature is 
generally reduced to the normal by an ex- 
tension of winter weather late into the 
spring. While, af course. these remarks
